In  your  letter  of  November  21,  1985  you  have  requested  that 
the  City  Attorney  participate  in  an  executive  session  on  Monday, 
November  25,  1985  concerning  the  Wilkes  Bashford  litigation. 

I  discussed  this  request  with  Mr.  Agnost.   As  you  know,  he 
is  convalescing  at  home  from  a  recent  surgery.   Mr.  Agnost  has 
informed  me  that  he  intends  to  return  to  work  on  Monday, 
December  2,  1985.   Because  of  the  seriousness  of  the  Bashford 
matter,  and  the  expressed  interest  by  many  Board  members  in  its 
favorable  resolution,  Mr.  Agnost  has  requested  that  the 
executive  session  be  deferred  until  his  return  on  December  2, 
1986.   He  will  then  be  able  to  bring  the  Board  up  to  date  on  all 
recent  developments  and  the  prospects  for  resolution  of  the 
litigation.
